M. Brown succeeded J. P. S. Gobin as 
lieutenant governor, and Boles Pen- 
rose was elected by the general as- 
sembly to succeed 
himself 
in tha 


United States senate. 


The inauguration ceremonies of tha 
governor took place at noon in a large 
atand at the west front of the capítol, 
in the presence of an immense crowd. 
Immediately after these exercises the 
lieutenant governor was inducted Into 
olBce with simple ceremonies in the 
senate chamber. 
The house and sen- 
ate balloted separately yesterday after- 
noon for the United States senator, the 
Republicans voting for Senator Pen- 
rose and the Democrats for Colonel 
James M. Guffey, of Pittsburg. 
The 
vote in the house was: Penrose, 15«; 
Ouffey, 42; in the senate: Penrose, 37- 
Qulfey, 10. 


The inaugural parade was the finest 
the state capital has ever seen. A large 
number of pollücal clubs, a provisional 
brigade of the National Guard of Penn- 
sylvania, the Harrlsburg fire depart- 
ment and aome of the best marching 
bands in Pennsylvania turned out to 
do honor to the new governor. 
Last 
evening 
Governor and Mrs. Penny- 
packer held a public reception at the 
executive msiislon. They were assist- 
ed In receiving by the wives of mem- 
bers of the legislative Inaugural com- 
mittee and several Harrlsburg ladles. 


The inaugural 
ceremonies at the 
front of the capítol were opened with 
music by the Commonwealth Band, of 
Harrisburg, after which p r a ^ r 
was 
oCered by Rev. 
H. Leisenring, of 
Phambersburg. 
The 
cexUicate 
of 
election of the governor was read by 
Chief Clerk Smiley, of the senate. The 
oath of o f f l c ^ ^ a s then administered 
to the governor by Supreme Court 
Judge D. Newton Fell, of Philadelphia. 
A salute of 17 guns was next fired. 


Governor Pennypacker then read his 
Inaugural address. 
Speaking of news- 
papers, be said: 


"The doctrine of the liberty of the 
press, conceived at a time when it 
was necessary to disclose the move- 
ments of arbitrary power, has become 
In recent days too often a cover for 
base and ignoble purposes, and, like 
the sanctuarleB of old, a place of re- 
treat where any wrong-doer may se- 
cure Immunity from punishment.

Philadelphia. Jan. 21.—When the an- 
thracite coal strike commission ad- 
journed yesterday the 400th witness 
summoned before the arbitrators was 
being examined. Of the 400, 174 were 
called by the striking mine workers. 
156 by the non-union men, 68 by the 
'T^perators, and eight by the commis- 
sion. The Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western Railroad Company concluded 
its case, and the Temple Iron Com- 
pany began the presentation of its 
Bide of the controversy. The compan- 
ies yet to be heard are the Lehigh Val- 
ley Coal Company, Lehigh and Wilkes- 
barre Coal Company, Markle Broth- 
ers and about 60 other independent 
operators, and the Philadelphia and 
Reading Coal and Iron Ck)mpany. Af- 
ter the coal companies end their case 
the miners will take up ^ume time in 
examining witnesses in rebuttal. 


Yesterday's testimony did not bring 
out anything that 
was 
particularly 
new. 
There was a lively Interchange 
of opinion between 
Chairman Gray 
and Attorney C. S. Darrow, for the 
miners, on the question of the rights 
of the union men. Mr. Darrow said: 


•The right to discriminate and to 
aay that its members will not work 
with non-union men Is the strength of 
a labor union, and it in part represents 
the strength of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, and I content that the 
exercise of this right is not incompati- 
ble with 
the 
greatest good to the 


greatest number. 


"Why, the union has the right to 
object to working with a red-headed 
man If it so elects," added Mr. Dar- 
row. addressing 
his 
remarks alter- 
nately to the commission and to Major 
Warren, of counsel for the Delaware. 
Lackawanna and Western Company. 


"But has the union the right to pre- 
vent a red-headed man from working 
If he so desires?" interjected Commis- 
sioner Wright. 


•'It has the right to prevent him by 


moral suasion. 
Of course, it hasn't 
the right to kill him, or assault him, or 
even to assail him with abusive lan- 
guage. 
The civil courts are open to 
the slandered man, whether he be a 
union or a non-union man." 


During the examination in chief of 
Superintendent Williams, of the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Com- 
pany, he said the steam men do not 
work very hard at night, and that they 
get a chance to sleep. 
On cross-ex- 
amination he testified that the com- 
pany does not permit Its men tx) sleep 
while on duty. 
The day 
engineers 
hoist cars from the bottom of the shaft 
to the surface, a dlsunce of 500 feet, 
at the rate of 70 cars a minute. 
Engi- 
neers have 15 minutes for lunch. They 
work 10 hours a day. and when they 
are on duty at night they work 14 
hours.

BAER DENIES CAR 8H0RTAQC 


President of Reading Says Company 
Has More Than They Can Use. 


Philadelphia, Jan. 20.—Inquiry was 
made of George F. Baer yesterday re- 
garding 
the 
statement to the effect 
that large quantities of coal are being 
held on the line of the Philadelphia 
and Reading railway, and he replied 
as follows: 


"It Is not true that there are large 
quantities of coal—some reports mak- 
ing it as high as 150.000 tons—on the 
line of the Philadelphia and Reading 
railway. 
The traffic is now moving 
freely and fully to destination. 
There 
Is no scarcity of coal cars. 
We now 
have more than we can use. The coal 
movement has been very heavy. 
Sat- 
urday and Sunday 3,018 cars of an- 
thracite coal passed over the Reading 
division, and 
during 
the same time 
there were unloaded in the city of Phil- 
adelphia 481 cars and at Port Rich- 
mond 439 cars anthracite coal, 
Thera 
were also 194 cars bituminous coal un- 
loaded 
at Port Richmond 
At Port 
Reading 364 cars of anthracite and 182 
cars of bituminous coal were dumped. 


"The car reports show that after flli- 
ing colliery calls for coal and foreign 
cars, there Is a visible supply of SOOO 
cars In excess of the demand, 


"Six collieries with a daily produc» 
tlon of 4.000 tons were drowned out by 
the Miners' Union ordering out the 
pumping gangs, and we were power- 
less to keep the water out of them dur- 
ing the strike. Two of these collieries 
are entirely ruined and must be aban- 
doned.

The inauguration ceremonies of the 
governor took place at noon in a large 
atand at the west front of the capitol, 
in the presence of an immense crowd, 
immediately after these exercises tbe 
lieutenant governor was inducted into 
offlce with jBimple ceremonies in the 
aenate chamber. The house and sen­ 
ate balloted separately yesterday after­ 
noon for the United States senator, the 
Republicans voting for Senator Pen­ 
rose and the Democrats for Colonel 
James M. Guffey, of Pittsburg.

The inaugural parade was tbe finest 
the state capital has ever seen.

Mr. Darrew Telle Strike Commli- 
siott His Views. 


DISCRIMINATION UFE OF UNIONS 


Philadelphia, Jan. 21.—When the an­ 
thracite coal strike commission ad­ 
journed yesterday the 400th witness 
summoned before tbe arbitrators was 
being examined. Of the 400, 174 were 
called by the striking mine workers, 
156 by the non-union men, 68 by tbe 
«operators, and eight by the commis­ 
sion. The Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western Railroad Company concluded 
its case, and tbe Temple Iron Com­ 
pany began tbe presentation of its 
Bide of the controversy. The compan­ 
ies yet to be heard are the Lehigh Val­ 
ley Coal Company, Lehigh and Wilkes- 
barre Coal Company, Markle Broth­ 
ers and about 60 otlier independent 
operators, and the Philadelphia and 
Reading Coal and Iron -Company. Af­ 
ter the coal companies end their case 
tbe miners will take up ;^ume time in 
examining witnesses in rebuttal. 
Yesterday’s testimony did not bring 
out anything that was particularly 
new. There was a lively interchange 
of opinion between 
Chairman Gray 
and Attorney C. S. Darrow, for the 
miners, on the question of the rights 
of the union men. Mr. Darrow said: 
“The right to discriminate and to 
say that its members will not work 
with non-union men is the strength of 
a labor union, and it in part represents 
tbe strength of the United Mine Work­ 
ers of America, and 1 content that the 
exercise of this right is not incompati­ 
ble with the 
greatest good to the 
greatest number. 
"Why, the union has the right to 
object to working with a red-headed 
man if it so elects," added Mr. Dar­ 
row, addressing his remarks alter­ 
nately to the commission and to Major 
Warren, of counsel for the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Company. ' 
"But has the union the right to pre­ 
vent a red-headed man from working 
If he so desires?” interjected Commis­ 
sioner Wright. 
"It has tbe right to prevent him by 
moral suasion. 
Of course, it hasn’t 
the right to kill him, or assault him, or 
even to assail him with abusive lan­ 
guage, The civil courts are open to 
the slandered man, whether he be a 
union or a non-union man,” 
During the examination in chief of 
Superintendent Williams, of the Dela­ 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Com­ 
pany, he said tbe steam men do not 
work very hard at night, and that they 
get a chance to sleep. 
On cross-ex­ 
amination he testified that the com« 
pany does not permit its men to sleep 
while on duty. 
The day engineers 
hoist cars from the bottom of the shaft 
to the surface, a distance of 500 feet, 
at the rate of 70 cars a minute. Engi­ 
neers have 15 minutes for lunch. They 
work 10 hours a day. aud when they 
are on duty at ntght they work 14 
hours. 
A. S. Baker, of Scranton, auditor of 
the mining department of the Dela­ 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Rail­ 
road ComiMiny, presented to the com­ 
mission the wages statement showing 
the wages paid to all of its employes. 
A summary of the wage statement of 
the contract miners for 1901 is as 
follows; 
Two 
hundred, and 
forty-three 
men earned less than |100; 99 between 
$100 and |150; 130 between |150 and 
$200; 69 between |200 and I:2i0; 90 
between $250 and $300; 112 between 
$300 and $350; 140 between $350 and

$500 and $o^0i 
between $^|^u and. 


$600; 336 betweeu $600 and $650; 284 
between $650 and $700; 226 between

between $860 aud $900, and 121 over 
$900. 
A statement giving the wages of all 
classified company men, that is men 
who work by the day or week, was 
also presented. 
These men have de­ 
manded a 20 per cent, reduction in the 
hours of labor, with no reduction in 
pay. The average wages paid these 
men in 1901 ranged from $164.80 for 
slate pickers (boys) to $931.04 for 
boiler inspectors. 
The Lackawanna. Company here 
rested its case, and the Temple Iron 
Company began calling its witnesses. 
The attorneys called five men on be­ 
half of the Temple Company, all 
them mine foremen, who testified to 
conditions in and about the collieries 
over which they have charge. 
Much 
ef their testimony was in contradiction 
of evidence adduced when the mine 
workers were presenting their side of 
the controversy to the commission at 
Scranton. 


BAER DENIES CAR 8HORTAQE 


President of Reading Says Company 
Has More Than They Can Use. 
Philadelphia, Jan. 20.—Inquiry was 
made of George F. Baer yesterday re­ 
garding the statement to the effect 
that large quantities of coal are being 
held on the line of the Philadelphia 
and Reading railway, and he replied 
as follows; 
"It is not true that there are large 
quantities of coal—some reports mak* 
ing it as high as 150,000 tons—on the 
line of tbe Philadelphia and Reading 
railway. 
The traffic is now moving 
freely and fully to destination. There 
Is no scarcity of coal cars. We now 
have more than we can use. The coal 
movement has been very heavy. Sat* 
urday and Sunday 3,018 cars of an* 
thraclte coal passed over the Reading 
division, and during the same time 
therewere unloaded in the city of Phil« 
adelphia 481 cars and at Port Rich­ 
mond 439 cars anthracite coal. There 
were also 194 cars bituminous coal uu- 
loaded at Port Richmond 
At Port 
Reading 364 cars of anthracite and 182 
cars of bituminous coal were dumped. 
“The car reports show that after flli- 
ing colliery calls for coal and foreign 
cars, there is a visible supply of 3000 
cars in excess of tbe demand. 
“Six collieries with a daily produc* 
tlon of 4,000 tons were drowned out by 
the Miners’ Union ordering out the 
pumping gangs, and we were power­ 
less to keep the water out of them dur­ 
ing the strike. Two of these collieries 
are entirely ruined and must be aban­ 
doned. 
The other four are being 
pumped out and in the course of time 
will again be worked. Their destruc­ 
tion prevents tbe use of these surplus 
cars, deprives the public of coal, and 
many men of employment. 
What 
would have happened had the strikei*s 
succeeded in drowning out all our col­ 
lieries should give the public serious 
thought”

STITCHED UP HIS HEART 


Daring Surgical Operation Performed 
at St. Louis Hospital. 
St. Louis, Jan. 20.—A remarkable 
surgical operation was performed at 
the city hospital Sunday night to save
